Meiieat Departments:—Yor the sup- 
port of Lunatics abroad $5,000 has been 
entered under Other Charges, Lunatic 
Asylims.

600. miles under favourable’ condi- 
tions, ~ A°much ‘more powerful station 
-has, I know, been suggested. But I 
would remind: you that a High Power 
Station for strategic purposes is the con- 
cern of His Majesty's Government; that 
a Meditun Power Station for purposes of 
communicalion with land stations in 
competition with the Cable Companies 
is really a separate proposal; and. that 
what this Port really requires is the 
means of ship to shore éommunication. 
An ships carry only installations of 
limited range it does not scem necessary 
tu do more thun to’ provide a station 
capable of ensuring communication with 
ships, making due allowance for possible 
increase in range of the latter's installa- 
tions.
